himſelf again to the Jeſuites, eſpecially "to Father Whtebread

I was very much fſurprizcd. at this and 
reminding him of the great Troubles I had lately been mj 
which he very well knew, I deſired to be excuſed from any 
ſuchthing, as being mighty unwilling to be brought upon the 
Stage again, I confeſt indeed I very well rememuored he had 
been with me ſeveral Times that laſt Summer, as indeed he had ; 
but however I beſought him not to defire any ſuch thing of 
me, exprcfling my. great averſion thereunto; but he urged 
the 2reat ſervice I ſhould do to the publick, and rold ine, I 
ſhould be highly gratified by the Pariament : Neverthelcfs I 
perſiſted in my Denyal, continuing to cxyreſs ſeveral reaſons 
for my difhike in domg any ſuch thing; null at laſt he plainly cold. 

xe he had order to bring me, and thatif I would nor go, he 
would ſend tor a Conſtable, and I ihould not ſtir from thence 
till he had fentrhe Parliament word of me; in which finding 
him 1n earneſt, rather than be fo compell'd, I thoughcit bet- 
rcr to go quietly along with him; and to Weſtminſter we went, 
and conung to the Houle of. Lords, we ſcnt in to the Biſhop 
of Chefter, but he being that day il] of the Gour, and not there, 
we ſentin to the Biſhop of London, who was pleaſed to come 
forth to us : we ſignified to his Lordthip the wtention of out 
coming, who was pleaſed to fay, I did i] I had not told him of 
this thing before; to which I replied, I did not know there was 
any occaſion for my teſtifying any ſuch thing : My Lord was 
pleaſed to fiy, Thad dene wellif I had come fooner; there be- 
ing teſtimony, wanting 1n that point ; but now the Papers.con-- 
cerning the Popiſh Plot being this morning carried down to. 
the Houſe of Commens, the Lords would ſay nothing to. 
me; we then deſired his Lordſhip to inſtruct us what-we fhould 
do, who order'd us to go to the Houſe of Commons, and 
ſend- ut a-Nete to Sir-Zhomeas Meers, letting hum know we came 
from his Lordſhip. Bur betore we went, his Lordihip: gave: 
me caution.that I did nothing but what was juſt and honeſt; 
and that I ſhould no ways wrong my Conſcience. Accordingly 
we-went,. and comng into the Lobby, where the Crowd was: 
great, atter the Note was ſent in, I loſt Mr. Barrow, whom 
I then ſaw no more; but Sir 7 homas Meers came out tg-me : I ac-- 

| quaint- 
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quaititing him with the bufinefs, he required me to ſtay m 
that place tillhe went back into the Houſe, which he thought 
would ſoon adjourn, and return'd to me. I ftaid ahile whale, 
and the Houſe adjourning, he came to me again, andtold me 
1 muſt go to the Secret Commaurtee in Lineolns-Inn-bields, at 
Setjeant Maynard's Houſe, abour ſix a Clock at right, and in 
his Name enquire for Sir Thomas Lee : Bur, fays he, I ſhall 
ſce hjm before then, and prepare hum to fend for you in pre- 
ently, when you come thither. 

At fix I went, where | found the Commmrtee ſitting, where 
meeting Mr. Fariſter of Grays-Inn, who was order'd to be 
their Door-keeper; as a confiding man. and ſigmifving my de- 
ſire of ſpeaking with Sir Thomas Lee, he- went m, and Sir Thomas 
immediately came our, and told me 1 ould bepreſently call'd 
in, which was done, and the door very carefully ſhur after 
me with two Locks, as I remember : Sir Thomas Lee fat at the 
upper end of the Tavlc, 1 ſuppoſe as Chairman, who made an 
Harangue, much ſuch anortiicr as Councellor Smith had done 
before, exprefling the great Dchycrance this Kingdom had 
received from the late Diſcovery, and how it was every mans 
duty to do all thac lay in his power to be inſtrumental in ſerving 
the Nation and the Proteſtant Religion, &c. He required me 
to inform him what time. Oates was with me the Summer 
before ; I anſwered, ſeveral times about Midſummer and after, 
to the beſt of my Remembrance. Another of the Committee 
ask'd me if 1 did not ſee him in April, or the beginning of 
May ; I told him I could not remember certainly : Burt they 
all preſt upon me rhar it muſt be in April or May; promiſing 
me, that if I would tell the Truth, they would endeavour 
with the King and Houſe of Lords, to have me reftored to the 
place 1 loſt, or a better ; urging withal, That if I would not 
tcl] the Truth, things would be worfe with me, and much 
more to thar threatning purpoſe. I being apprehenſive of 
danger, and having al:cady fuitcr'd too much, conſidering 
coq.1 was not uron my Ocwuth, I ventured to fay that truly I 
thought it mighr be avout May; which Sir 7homas Lee wrote 
down, and attcrwards required me to ſubſcribe ro; which I 
not ſuſpecting they would ever demand of me, was ſurprized 
into, and duiitnot deny them. They enquired likewiſe where 
I lodged, and to find me agam wrote down that too, which 
I durſt 
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Ldurſtnotdenyihkewiſe; fearing tobe laid 'by the heels upon: 
refuſal. Then they all faid we arenow ready, and'will acquaimt 
the Houſe to morrow mortung ; and ſomething elſe they faid 
they would do with the Houſe of Lords, which I cannot par- 
ticularly remember. VVhen they had put down the place I lod- 
gcd at,one of them ſtood up and ſaid, We ſhall have a! the Rogues 
0ut of every hole and corner by degrees; which not a little troubled 
me {though now too late) to think how they had drawn me 1n, 
and before I went out of the Room with what a courſe appella- 
tion they treated the tool they had made. However at parting 
they returned me thanks, and promisd me alſo the whole 
Houſe of Commons would thank me too, and ſo with much 
Civality, and many good words, - diſnuſt me. 

Bur the Commons ſoon atterwards falling upon the Succeſ- 
ſion, the Parhament was Diflolved in ſome few days after. Upon 
which I heard no more of this buſineſs, and indeed expected to 
hear no more on't. But in ZzneI conung late home one might, 
found a Szbpuna for me to appear at the 0/d-Baily by 8 a clock 
next. morning ; the Szbparna imported a (Cauſe depending be- 
tween the King and Thomas Whitebread, whom I do declarc in 
the preſence of God, I did not then know what or who he was, 
for tho all the Townat that time was full of no other diſcourſe 
than of the Jeſuites in Newgate, and other Popiſh Criminals; yer 
their Names never: troubled my felt to enquire into, being 
then yery melancholy. under my long Adverfity, and ſcarce 
daring to ſhew my head. abroad. Now to ſhew, the oddneſs of 
the circumſtances that ſurprized me in this thing, I was found 

ontat my Lodgings by the Paper Sir 7 homas Lee had made me 
fgn. Neither ſhould they haye done this, had I had the leaft 
ſuſpicion that I ſkould have been Subporna'd in this cauſe ;- for 
.yhen I appear'd before the Comnurtee, their pretenſions were 
wholly of uſing me in the Tryal of the Lords; which' the Par- 
laments Diflolution made me conclude was/now over, and 
therefore not mn the leatt imagining Iſhould have been call d 

upon in this Caſc at the 0/4-Baily, I had not provided me any © 
other Lodgings, or fought any conccalment or preventions a | 
gainſt it. _ | a 
 Tothe0/d Baily accordingly in the morning Iwent, and-co- 
'mang to the door, / ſpoke toan Officer, and ſhow*d him- my 
Subpzna, not then knowing what I was ſummon'd thither for, 
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| by reaſon I came home late the night before, wad this was 'the'firl? 
enquiry I made, for the Fellow that brought the Subpirna faying rill 
11 aclockat night for meat my Lodgings, and not finding me come 
in, Icftit with ſtrict orders with my Landlord to deliver it ne ; and 
being asked what it concerned, he would give him no account of 
that, but in general terms rold him it was buſineſs of great confe- 
quence, and fo repeated his ſtrift charge of nor faihng the Delivery 
of it, and ſending me next morning accordingly ; The Officer made 
me no other anfwct, than that I muſt go to "the Rexel avern at 
Snow-hill ; where conung, I found the two Vates's, Father and Son, 

(thar being the ficſt time that I had ever ſeen the Farher) cogerher 
with Councellour Smith, and many other perſons, ſtrangers to 
me.Thus likewiſe was the firſt time(as before-mentioned that [ had 
ſcen Oates from about Chriſtmas betore.After a Glaſs or two of V Vine 
drank to me, and fome other uſual Civilities patt, the two Yates and 
Councellor Smith retired, and in ſome munutes after ſent a Meflenger 
ro tell me there was one would ſpeak with me in another room ; 
whereupon'l went our, and found it was they : They had likewiſe 4 
Bottle of V Vine there, and after ſome further Ciyilities, Counc:llor 
Smith began to ſpeak much to the purpoſe he had done at White-hall, 

which for brevity I paſs by. Bur at length they came to miſt upon 
my Teſtimony for Vates his being in Town in the month.of May be: 
forementioned, whuch I cndeavouring to evade, they ad 1 

had confeſt it to the Committee, and ſubſcribed my Hand to it,w hick: 
they ſaid they had ready to produce againſt me, 1f I retracted from 
it, and refuſed todo him Juſtice, -and ownthe Truth (for Juſticeand 
Truth were then words ot courſe with himYull, in fine, they plainly 
cold me, This T muſt averr, or there was a Jayl ready hard by to Te- 
ceive me ; which truly w ould haye been ſoon done, for the Goure 
was then ſirring, and undoubtedly that accurſed and unlucky-Pa: 
per, with the' ſtrength! of ares his credit and fway at that time of 
dav, would have laid-a bigger man than my ſelf by the heels.: :Re: 
fictting upon the umpending Danger, and withal my own already 
rOO ruNOUs Condition, I being then under that extreme poverty 
that I had long lain in a Ludging of but-13 d. a week, and/was 
reduced tothe mott prefing want ; and more than. all this, has 
ving becn lately informa of the diſmal ctfects of Newgate, of 
thoſe great numbers ot Preifts and other Prifoniers on: the Popilh 
Account, thar dailydicd th:ough the unhealthiefs of the place, 
occaſioned. -by the inhnue ſwarms there : My own! Poverty,- and 
the 1nmarent. Danger. ot my Lite, not only this way, bur alfſo-by 
C3 | Þ | ſome 
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ſome of the old Stories formerly charg'd upon me at the Houſe 
of Lords, which might ſtill have been revived, with . other Ad- 
ditions that the malice of Gates and his great Abettors, upon that 
refuſal, through the prevailing VVickedneſs of thoſe times might 
have raiſed againſtme. All this, I fay, together with my own want 
of Money, Advice, or Friends at that time, and indeed not leiſure 
enough throughly to conſider the fatal conſequences, the Tryal then 
haſtning on, my own VVcaknelſs at laft forced me ro comply, whuleſt 
my Apprchenſions, Surprize, and Fears overpowred my vanquiſht 
Reaſon, and huſht all other ſentiments. . 
Thus was I unfortunately enſnared by a continual Chain of croſs 
contingencies, together with an Humane Frailty which ſome time 
or other attends all mankind. Yet truly, that the VVorld may not 
lieina auſtaken Opinion, I profeſs before God, Men and Angels, 
that I ncither had any malice againſt any of the perſons then im- 
pcachr, whom till then I had never feen; nor did I comply through 
any proſpect of Reward, or Mercenary cnd whatever, having never 
had ſo much as one farthing from that day to this, nonot ſo much 
as one ſhilling at the delivery of the Supara. 
 Thercſt of the Summer I was very quiet, being very kindly treat- 
ed by Oates whenever I came to vilit hum. And after Michaelmas fol- 
lowing Dangerfield ſets up his Plot ; which when I heard of, in Cu- 
riofity I wentthe next morning to Oates to hear his opinion of it ; 
he was in his Chamber, and when I had ſtayed ſome ſmall tcime with 
him, in came Sir Will. Waller, Coll. Manſell, Peter Gill, Mr. Chetwyn, 
and -7ho. Merry, vvith ſome others. Waller had a very great bundle 
of, Papers vvhich he pulled out from under his Coat, they having 
that. night-ſearched Mrs, Celliers Houſe, and brought theſe from 
thence :_ Gates then askd Sir William hovy matters vvent, Sir William 
made a difcourſe of half an hour long ; as much of which,as I remem- 
ber, wasto this purpoſe: VVe, fays he, have ſearcht Celliers houſe 
fram top to bottom, with all the care and diligence that men could 
ule, and we thought vye might have found ſome Prieſts or Jeſuites, 
or:Juch ill-perſovs, orelſe ſome Treaſonable Papers, but vve found: 
nane, and ſoyve vvent out of the Houſe ; but when we yvere in; 
the ſtreet, in Troth Doctor] had an impulſe upon my Spirits to go. 

Þackand ſearch again ;_ ſo vvere-entred, and I remembring a Meal- 
Tub yvhich 7 had ſeen before there, bur had not ſearch'd ; I cxa- 
mud thar,, and under ſome Flovycr at the botrom of it, 1 found all. 
theſe Papers: Likevviſcattcrvvards 7 found fome Papers, bur of no. 
gicaticonſequence bchindaPeyvter Diſh m the Kitchen : -Says Oates 
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to this, VVhat are thoſe Papers, vyhat is there in them 5 Quoth 
Sir Wi1/iam, the Papiſts have throvyn a Plot upon us; They have 
made the Duke of Monmouth a General, and mv Lord Mack/esfield 
a Lieutenant General, and a great many other Officers (vvhich Sr 

William named, bur I forgot ) but Sir William proceeded, nay, they 
have done me the honour to make me a Collonel, From thence 
they vvent to the Council vvith the Papers, and only Oates and I'vyere 
left behind ; and no ſooner vvere their Backs turn'd, but fays Gates ; 

| By the Lord they have put theſe Papers into the Meal-Tub themſelves, 
and found them when they have done. And truly taking the circum- | 
ſtances all rogether,and Sir Williams True Proteſtant impulſe for the 
ſafery of the Nation that made him return again into the Houſe after 
fo through a ſearch before ; Vares's plain dealing in this matter, look'd 
yvith a ſhrevvd ſuſpicious face of Truth and Reaſon. 

Bur having mention'd Sir William, T cannot omit another prank of 
his,vvhich vyvas his producing of Pickerings Gun: He and his gang 
gota Gun of aconfiding Brother, a Gunſmith in the Mizories, vyhich 
coſt them a confiderable ſumm) of Money, After this purchaſe, Sir 
William, vvith the aforenamed gang, pretended to make a ſearch in- 
to Pickerings Houſe in the Savoy ; and in this ſham ſearch they con- 

veyd the Gun into the Houle, and amongſt a parcclof Feather-beds, 
vyhich vvith other goods lay in a confuſed heap, they open'd the 
Seam in one of the Beds, and clapt in the Gun, and fovyed up the 
Scam again; and next night making a nevy ſearch, upon pretence 
of fome ſecond impulſe of Sir Williams, that he had not ſearch'd 
narrovyly enough before, they found the Gun vyhere they had left 
it ; and tho this King killing Trophy vvas undiſcoyer'd all this ſe- 
cond ſearch, yet a more harmleſs and ſofter Meral in the fame 
room, viz. 3 Or 400 /. in old Gold and Silver, did not ſcape him 
at firſt ſearch ; vvith the fore-mention'd Trophy, thus heroically 
Saind, theſe True Proteſtant Champions march'd in great Triumph 
to the King and Council, where Sir Vi/l;iam upon his Knees made a 
preſent of it to his Majeſty, vvho commendaing it for a very pretty 
Gun, made a preſent of it back again to Sir Vi/liam. But that Sir 
William brought the Money to his Majeſty as well as 'the Popiſb 
Gun, Hiſtorians make no queſtion. Say 

I cannot pa by one more of Sir Williams Adycntures ; amongſt 
the many Apparitions of Popery, viſtble only to Truc Proteſtant eyes, 
there happened an mformation of a Lady Abbeſs and a Houfe ot 


T: Nuns at Hammerſmith ; this vyas about March 1680. Sir William pro- 
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curcd.a VVarrant from the Council to ſearch this Popiſh Seminary ; 
vyhich vvyas. accordingly done,0ates himſelf going along vvith him; 
and to make the greater buſtle in ſo doughty an undertaking, they 
.pur the whole Tovvn of Hammerſmith into an uproar , and then 
moſt. manfully broke open-the doors,where they found an old Gen- 
tlewoman, with 3 or 4. little Girls which ſhe taught Needlework ; 
and to make our this tormidable Diſcovery they found our a Di. 
cipline, which they had formerly taken amongſt the ſpoils of ſome 
Popiſh Houſes : and which 0ates had a fong time before carried in 
his pocket.V Vith this infallible Jdemonſcration of a Monaſtery they 
returned : VYhich Rclique Oates kept atterwards in his pocket ſrill, 
and I have ſeen him flaug his menial Ganymedes with nt. 

Bur to return to Titus again. Hs great and ſrupendious Fortune 
broughthis Mother up ro Town from Haftings in Suſſex, where 
q was a Midwife, to ſce her Son;. which wasa little before Chrift- 

11 79, wholay with her Husband at his Lodgings in 7ork Build- 
ings, where one day I happen'd to dine with them. Some time after 
dinner the old man went out, andlett only me and the old woman 
rogcther ; I ſtaving indecd the longer for a Friend, whom I had or- 
der'd to call upon me there. The old woman, (much unhke her 
Husband and Son) was look'd upon by all chat knew her to be a very 
Tious and Vertuous woman in her way, and atthis time treated me 
very kindly ; where diſcourſing with me, ſhe ſaid thus : Mr. Smith, 
you have known my Son Titus a great while, pray what do you think of 
him, and this buſineſs ;. (meaning the Plot ) to which I anſwer” d, Very 
zell, not thinking fit to tell her my real ſentiments : The old woman 
thaking her head, replicd, Indeed 1 do not like it well. Pray God. bleſs 
him. Tou know, Mr. Such, 1 have had a great many Children, and 
by. my profeyſion I have s4ill in Womens concerns. But I believe never 
woman went ſuch a time with a C hild as I did with him. I could ſeldom 
or never fleepwhen I went with him, and when I did ſleep I always dreamt 
1 was with Child of the Devil. But when I came to my Travail, T had 
ſuch hard I abour that 1 believe no woman ever had ; it was ten to one but 
"it ad kill d me : 1 was never fo of. any of my other Children. Then 
when he grew up 1 thought he would have been: a Natural : ; for his Nofe 
always run, and he ſlabber d at the mouth, .and his Father could not ens 
dure him ; and when-he came home. at nioht the Boy would uſe to be in 
the Chimne ey corner, and my Husband would cry take away_ this ſnotty 
Foot; and jumble hinnabout, which mode we en Feep, becauſe you know: 
he Fas. my < bild. 
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This is werbatz»2 what his Mother ſaid of him, for I took ſpecial 
Notice of her Words. He was Born at Cakamr, in the Cquaty of Rut- 
land, his Father being then Chaplain to Collonel. Pride, where he was 
brought up in his Childhood. In the Year 1664. he was brought 
ro Merchant-Taylors-School, as a Free-Schollar, by Nicholas Delwes, 
Eſq; now Living ; he "appeneng to be in Fooks that were Taught 
in my Forms, I w ſent for down to Receive him into. che School, 
which I did in a very unlucky hour. And truly, the frtt Trick he 
ſerved me, was, Thar he Cheated me of our Entrance-Money which 
his Father ſeat me, which the Door generoully conteſt in his Great- 
nels at Fhitehall, and very Honeſtly paid me then. 1 wilh he had 
been as juſt in all his other greater Matters; if ſo, the Kingdom had 
not been in ſuch Tormoyls, nor ſo many Honeſt Men Deſtroyed and 
Undone. 

Coming one Evening to Viſit him at Whitehall, I found *Bedloe 
and trance with him; amongſt other Diſcourſes, they Talker of Sir 
tdmundbury Godfrey : Oats Laughr at the bulinels, and {aid, Tere 18 * 
Þedioe, that knew no more of the Murder than you or | did. But he 
got the Five Hundred Pound, and that did his work, and gave this 
Blockhead 3ol. of it. He pickt him up in the Lobby of the Houſe 
of Lords, and took him for a Loggerhead fit for his purpole ; at which 
Bedloe laught heartily, and Prence look'd a little dull, as dilpleaſed. 
Art this Rate I have heard Oats and Bedloe Diſcourſe yery. often, who 
uſed always themſelves to make the buſineſs of Godfrey a Ridiculous 
Story, and Entertain'd themſelves when Private with the Jeſt on'r. 

Ar the Lord Staffords "Tryal, I got in for Curioſity amongſt che 
Wicnelles againſt him; and chart Morning the Sentence was paſt, when 
the Queftion of Guzlty or not Guilty paſſing among the Barons, we 
being fo near them as to hear what paſt, when the Major Yoices art 
firſt went Not Guilty, Dagdale walk'd about very Melancholy and 
Dejected, murtering to himlfelt : I ask'd him, what was the matter ? he 
Replyed, 1 believe be'l be Quitted, and I am undone ; but let what will 
come ont, I am Ruin'd. Thapned the Winter after this ro be'in Dug- 
dales Company, inthe Kitchin ar the Three-Tun Tavern at Charing-Croſs 
one Night, where an Old Gentleman happening to come to the Bar 
to Inquire for ſome Perfon there, I obſerved Dugdale to ſtartle and ſtare: 
I ask'd him, what was the matter ? he made me no Reply, but in much 
diſorder role up, and went to the Woman at the Bar, (the Gentleman 
teing then gone) and ask'd, who that Antient Gentlemen was ? ſhetold 
him, ſhe knew him not. God bleſs me, laid he, I believe 'tis my Lord 
Stafford ! (as the Woman Inform'd me afterwards) and returning again 
ro me, I'ask'd him what he went” out for? Lord! ſays he, Did you 
net [ee a Gentleman come to the Bar, and Speak to the Woman of the 

Houſe ? 


Mouſe 2 No, faid I, My Back was towards the Bar, and I ſaw. bim not. 
1 Proteſt, replyed he, I thought it had been my Lord Stafford ; and con- 
rinued fo terrified with the Apprehenſion, that he was very uneaſfle, 
and went away. | 

This ſtory coming to his -Landladies Ear, who lived within a few 
Doors of the place, her Name Mrs. Beek, ſhe and I diſcourſing this! 
Matter, ſhe told me alſo ſomething of the like Nature of him, which 
was this: Having occaſion to come into his Bed-Chamber for ſome- 
thing, one Night, that ſhe wanted from thence, when Dugdale was in 
bed, ſhe went in ſoftly wich a candle in her hand, and a white Apron 
on, deſigning if aſleep nor ro wake him; no ſooner came ſhe in, buc 
Dugdale.in a very great Fright and ſtart, cryed out, Stafferd ! Stafford ! 
Stafferd ! with many other expreliions of a moſt Terrible Fear, cill 
the Woman with much ado at laſt undeceived him. 

It will not be amiſs, in this place, to add the Relation of Tarbewils 
Death, the other great Witneſs againſt che Lord Stafford : Falling ſick 
of the Small-Pox at his Landladies, Mrs. Holmes in the Sawoy, near his 
Death he began to Rave extreamly of Srefford, crying, Take away 
Stafford ! Take away Stafford! with ſeveral other continued crys upon 
the ſame ſubje&, which leveral Perſons, both the Landladies Relations 
and others will Teſtifie: and at the Minute of his Death, his Ged ſhook 
ſo extreamly, thar his Landlady and ſeveral other People then preſent, 
thought it would have fal'n to pieces. Nay, and there-came ſuch a 
ſtrong blaſt of Wind, that the People were atraid the Houſe would have 
been blown down. - And 'tis not unknown alſo, that a much greater 
Man than Twrbewil, at his Exit demonſtrated an extraordinary Remem- 
brance of Stafford. | 

I have given the Reader thele particulars of my Converſation and 
Knowledge of thoſe Villains, hoping that chis ſmall deteRion, (being 
what lay in my Reach) of theſe Helliſh Impoſtures, which then Ruled 
Ola Atcendant, will not be ungrateful : And how unhappy ſoever I 
have been to my ſelf, I have nevertheleſs always been a Faichful and 
Loyal Subje&, and in thoſe worſt of Times, in my greateſt Familiariry 
with Oats, 1 have uſed my little Power with him, to divert him from 
' his Wickedneſs, having ar ſeveral times, (as far as I durft with ſafery) 
diſſwaded him from divers of his Malitious Accuſations. In the Year 
1684. I wholy deſerted his company, and have never ſpoken to him 
ſince, and allo gave Mr. Secretary Fenkzns an Honeſt Account of things 
that I heard and ſaw, intending it as a Service to the King, as theſe 
following Depoſitions will Arteſt for me.

This was in the preſence of the aforeſaid 
Powel and Dalby ;, Smith ther called Dalby into the next Room, and 
talked with him ſome time. 


Bont the time that Mr. Colledge was taken, I well remember 


About Bartholomew-tide 1 680, Alderman Wilcocks gave aTreat 
at the Crown Tavern without Temple-Barr to divers Gentlemen, of 
which (he being my wery good Friend) [ was one, the time appointed 
was one a Clock, about which time Otes, his Brother Sam, and 
Counſellor Smith came, and about balf an hour after , up comes 
John Smith and Colledge; I not then well knowing Colledge, 
askt John Smith, who he was , which he told me, ſaying, It was

ſleeping during their Diſcourſe, that be was often interrupting then: 
with his Quibbles and Khime- doggrel, for which Otes rebuked him. 
E am very certain, neither Colledge, nor any body elſe, ſlept inthe 
Room before Dinner or after: We parted, and I left Otes, Smith, 
Colledge, and athers of the Company in an Alley by the Palſgraves 
head. | 
\ The wery day after (as I take it) that Colledge was Condenmed, 
about Nine in the Morning, I was walking through St. Margarets 
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Burch- yard, Weſtminſter, and Mr. Hunt the Lawyer bum'd tome, I 
met bim, he complained of Colledges ill uſage in many bitter expreſ- 
frens; among others, 1 wery well remember, he ſaid theſe words at our 
parting : By God, this pace will not carry it; we muſt take anorher 
courſe I arkt bim, what ? be replyed, We muft Dagger them, no- 
thing but a Dagger will do it. Dagger who, quoth 1? 'Thele Rogues 
the Judges, ſays be, we muſt make a Tumulrt in the ſtreer, and 
Stab chem like Villains in their Coaches, for an Example to others, 
for no good will be done, we ſhall have no Juſtice, rill thele 
Rogues be ſerved o. | , 


Mr. Merry ſcid to me in Mr. Otes's Chamber at Whitehall, when 
the Parliament was ſitting at Oxford, 1687. That the King had a 
Deſign to ſeize upon all the Proteſtant honeſt Lords and Gentle- 
men at Oxford, and chop off their Heads; but, ſays he, They are 
| well provided for Defence and Offence; yer the King will cut off 
all the honeſt Party, and bring in Popery ar laſt by the help of the 
King of France , but if he Travels once more, neither he, nor any 
of the Race of him, will ever return. 


- Rhoderick Manſel at Lambs Ordinary in March 1699, told Mr, 
Savage, Mir.
